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MB. MELLON ON TAX REVISION 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon has 


conveyed to Chairman Fordney of the 
•ways and means committee his views on 
tax revision. Mr. Mellon favors a repeal 
of the excess profits tax. but he would 
make good this loss of revenue by means 
of a modified tax on corporate profits or a 
Hat additional income tax upon corpora- 
tions, together with repeal of the existing 
$2.000 exemption applicable to corpor- 
ations. Mr. Mellon would readjust the in- 
come tax so as to provide a maximum 
combined normal tax and surtax of forty 
per cent for the year 1921. and about 
thirty-three per cent thereafter. 


Mr. Mellon suggests other taxes to take 


up the slack in the general reorganization 
he outlines, including a tax on automo- 
biles, increased stamp taxes and addition- 
al internal levies. He would repeal min- 
or ''nuisance" taxes, such as those on 
fountain drinks and the so-called luxuries. 


- The point that -will interest the busi- 
ness world in Mr. Mellon's proposals is 
that he would not remove from corpora- 
tions the burdens now imposed by the ex- 
cess profits tax. What he would do is to 
in effect collect substantially these same 
taxes from the same source by a different 
method. There is to be a surtax or a di- 
rect corporation tax. and the excess pro- 
fits tax is to be repealed because of the 
difficulty of collection rather than Wcan>c 
of its economic unsoundness. 


Any tax paid by corporations is ulti- 


mately paid by the ronsumer. It makes 
no difference in what form it is collected, 
the public in the last analysis foots the 
bill and not the corporation. That method 
of taxation which permits the corporation 
to know with exactness thf tax it will be 
called upon to pay will fall the least heavi- 
ly upon the ultimate consumer. 


Therefore, if the present burden upon 


corporations is to be coutinued it would be 
better if it were to be a fixed burden, defi- 
nitely deterniinable at ,thc beginning of 
the year or if at the end of the year with- 
out any relation to profits. 
Any scheme 


of taxation on which the amount to be 
paid depends upon profits, and in which 
tho tax may reach large figures, cannot 
fail to result in price fixing much beyond 
what the tax itself justifies. 


Mr. Mellon is .not prepared at this time 


to indorse a general sales tax. particularly 
if "designed to supersede the highly pro- 
ductive special sales taxes now in effect. 
Mr. Mellon's recommendations may or 
may not be accepted by congress, although 
they will naturally 
have considerable 


weight because of Mr. Mellon's eminence 
as a financier and the position Itr occupies. 
Some ten or twelve proposals for reorgan- 
izing general taxes have been made and 
as yet there is little agreement upon any 
definite plan. A few weeks ago sentiment 
eeerned to be tending toward a sales tax.

with such force as to make the outcome 
doubtful.

adopted by congress does not make peace. 
All that it does is to end. to use the 
president's words, "a technical state of 
war." If we are to negotiate a new trea- 
ty it would seem that we could do so to 
better advantage under a technical state 
of war than under a technical state of 
peace. 


Nobody understands the Knox resolu- 


tion. Nobody undertakes to say what it 
accomplishes or what it can accomplish. 
The only direct effect is that it terminates 
certain war legislations which might bet- 
ter have been repealed. In the debate 
Senator Nelson gave attention to the un- 
cencrous attitude assumed in this resolu- 
tion toward those nations that fought with 
us to save civilization. It, is a piece of le- 
gislation without precedent and without 
any particular purpose thus far revealed. 
It disregards facts, constitutional proce- 
dure and national consistency. It is pure- 
ly the product of the dilemma into which 
congress has maneuvered itself in its de- 
termination to make political capital out 
of peace.

In the winter months the lack 


of fresh vegetables, relishes and fruits among the 
poorer people in cities probably renders the food 
of the nursing baby unsatisfactory in vitamin con 
tent, even though it be adequate as to fat, sugar 
protein and mineral content. 


Scurvy, rickets, pellagra, beri-beri (a form of mul- 


tiple neuritis occurring in certain tropical coun- 
tries) and xerophthalmia or keratomalacia (a dry- 
ness and scaliness of the eyes), are by no means 
the only conditions attributable to a lack of vita- 
mins in" the diet. Various defects of growth and nu- 
trition not so clearly defined and quite commonly 
unrecognized in their true character must be as- 
Tibed to deficiencies of the diet in these accessory 
'actors, regardless of the ample food values as com- 
puted in the ordinary way. Among the less defm- 
tely recognized conditions which are probably due 
o vitamin-deprivation are impaired vision or night 
blindness, certain cases of ordinary neuritis, im- 
paired conditions of the skin, hair, nails, softening 
and decay of the teeth, some cases of unaccountable 
oss of appetite and constipation, some cases of 
anemia, underweight, and so-called "neurasthenia."

The senate has passed the Mc<'ormick 


bill establishing a national budget sys- 
tem. 
The house is expected to approve 


the'measure promptly and President Har- 
ding's interest in the budget policy is 
such that his signature making the bill a 
law is assured. Although the McCormick 
bill does not go as far as the proponents 
of the budget idea would have liked, it is 
a step in the right direction. It repre- 
sents an evolutionary rather than a revo- 
lutionary movement toward better con- 
trol of the expenditures of the taxpayers' 
money. Its chief provisions aije for a bud- 
get bureau to prepare estimates of depart- 
mental expenditures, and the creation of 
the office of controller to audit and ac- 
count for all governmental expenditures.
